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FUSIFORM RUST 

Fusiform rust is beginning to pop 
out on pine trees. This is the bright 
orange, powdery growth that 
appears on the trunk and limbs. This 
rust is very damaging to young 
pines. If the trunk becomes infected, 
it will weaken or even kill the pine. 
After the tree trunk grows to 6 to 10 
inches in diameter, fusiform rust 
doesn't attack the trunk. It may get 
on some of the limbs, but this is not a 
real problem to the pine. 

If the trunk on a young pine tree 
shows a lot of area covered with the 
fusiform rust, I would go ahead and 
cut this tree out now. The tree may 
live, but at some point later on a high 
wind may break the tree off causing 
it to damage your house or car. 

The spores from one pine will not 
infect another pine. Oak trees have 
to be an intermediate host. There is 
no chemical control for fusiform rust. 


LAWN CARE SAFETY 

Spring is here and it will soon be 
time to pull out your lawn mower for 
another season of grass cutting. The 
following is a mowing safety check- 
list. Reviewing this yourself and with 
members of your family who will 
work in the year will help insure 
against accidents this spring and 
summer. 
Before Mowing 
***Put on close-fitting clothes and 
sturdy, nonslip shoes. 


***Go over the lawn carefully to . 


pick up stones, wire, toys, dog 
bones...anything the mower might 
pick up and throw. 

***Make sure you know where any 
hard, solid obstacles might be 
hidden in the grass. 

***Add fuel and wipe up spills 


before starting mower. * 


***If your electric mower isn’t 
labeled ‘‘double insulated’’ never

***Never point discharge chute at 
others. 

***Turn off the mower if you leave it 
even for a moment. 

And Be Sure To 

***Disconnect spark plug or power 
cord before working on your mower. 
***Have safety devices in their 
proper position. 

***Let an expert look your mower 
over for leaks, electrical shorts, 
blade condition and balance. 
***Treat gasoline like the hioh 
explosive it really is. 

***Keep the power cord of an 
electric mower in near-new 
condition.

The Elba City Council held a 
short meeting Monday evening, but 
handled all the necessary business in 
spite of the brief meeting. 

The council gave unanimous 
support to a request by school 
superintendent John Osburn for 
support of the upcoming re-vote of 
school taxes. Osburn pointed out 
that this was renewing existing taxes 
and urged the council to give its 


Carter To Bring 
Campaign To Elba 


Doug Carter, a Birmingham 
businessman, will officially 
announce his candidacy for the 
United States Senate seat now held 
by Howell Heflin on April 16. 

Carter is a native Alabamian, 
originally from Calhoun County, is 
$1, the father of three children, a 
Methodist and president of his own 
marketing firm. 

He has chosen to run as a 
Republican after a_ lifetime of 
Democratic party involvement, 
Although he, along with his brother, 
was involved in the early campaigns 
of George and Lurleen Wallace and 
many other local and statewide 
campaigns throughout the South as 
writers and strategists, Carter says 
he can no longer support the 
Democratic party. 

“The Democratic party has been 
taken over by the liberal special 
interest groups that push for forced 
busing, homosexual ‘‘rights'’, gun 
control and scores of other socialistic 
programs’’, Carter says. He be- 
lieves that ‘‘the Democratic party in 
Alabama, represented in the United 
States Senate by Heflin, has turned 
its back on the time-honored values 
of the vast majority of Alabamians 
who still believe God should be 
placed above government, that the 
sanctity of the home should be 
protected, and that the education of 
their children should be controlled 
by them and not the federal 
government,"’ 


Carter will be in Elba on Wed- 
nesday, April 18, at 1 p.m. at the 
Levee Restaurant to meet with the 
people of Elba. 


support. A motion enforcing the 
action was quickly approved by 
council] members after Mayor Bob 
English noted the council didn’t 
enjoy imposing taxes, but school 
support was at stake and these taxes 
were historic in nature and he felt 
the people of the community“ would 
expect the city to continue support- 
ing the school system. 

A proposed street between the 
homes of David Stokes and Curtis 
Smith was officially closed by the 
council. Attorney Bill Stokes repre- 
senting the two men, noted that they 
were the only property owners 
involved, as Mr. Smith had pur- 
chased the last remaining property 
behind his home. The short proposed 
street has never been opened or used 
and the council signed the necessary 
papers to forever abandon the area 
between the Claxton Avenue homes. 

A request to park a small mobile 
home in a back yard for use as a 
storage shed was taken under 
advisement as council members 
were unsure of their legal rights to 
allow or disallow such action, 

Bills totaling $10,651.94 were 
approved for payment. High items 
on the list included $1060 for 
drainage pipe; $1700 lighting for 
Legion Field ball park; $1400 for 
sewer solvent; $700 insurance and 
$550 asphalt for patching streets. 

English reported that the new 
tennis courts are scheduled for 
completion on May 26.

Commission Sets May 15 As Election 


Date For Extension Of School Tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 9 at the Courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to hold a 
special election on May 15 to allow 
county citizens to vote on a 30 year 


extension for countywide school 
taxes. 
Elba Supt. John Osburn, 


Enterprise Supt. Thad Morgan and 
County Supt. John W. Vaughan were 
present at the Monday meeting, and 
Supt. Vaughan told the commission 
‘*We are here as prescribed by law. 
It is time to renew the county- 
wide school taxes, and I would like to 
exphasize the word renew. It is not 
an increase in taxes, it is simply a 
continuance of the present tax. If 
passed by the voters the tax will be 
extended for a 30 year period, if not, 
we'll have to close the door to all the 
schools.”’ 

The commission approved the 
request unanimously and set an 
election date for May 15. 

Enterprise Attorney Kenneth 
Fuller was at the meeting represent- 
ing Couch Inc. and told the 
commission ‘‘we have a problem 
with a purchase order.’’ 

According to Fuller, in® March, 
1984, the county issued a purchase 
order to Wiregrass Construction to 
purchase 14,000 tons of asphalt. The 
purchase order was given on the 
final day of a six-month contract, and 
Fuller stated ‘‘We contest the 
legality of the purchase order and 
contend it is yoid!’’ 


During a lenghthy discussion, 
Fuller stated the material was to be 
delivered at a future date, the price 
was not the same price on the 
original contract and the county 
could have saved over $40,000 by 
using the state bid price. 

“‘My client thinks the county 
showed favoritism to a contractor in 
giving the purchase order,’’ added 
Fuller, ‘‘and Couch insists on a fair 
oppurtunity to receive a bid on 
asphalt.”’ 

Mr. Henry Harper, the president 
of Wiregrass Const., stated, ‘‘I feel 
the purchase order is valid. There 
was a clerical error in the price, but 
that wouldn't void the order.”’ 

Harper said his company had 
spent $70,000 getting ready for the 
order, which was verbally received 
during the winter. He added that 
there was nothing wrong with 
issuing a purchase order with a 
delayed delivery date. 

The commission listened to both 
Fuller and Harper, but made no 
statement, apparently content that 
the county attorney was correct in 
saying the action was legal. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***adopted minutes of the previous 
meeting; 

***was told the county jail was 
described as being in ‘‘good 
condition’ in the March inspection 
report; 

***acreed to let Enterprise use 21

Osburn To Speak On Education Plan 


The State Board of Education 
convened in an historic meeting in 
Montgomery on February 23, 1984, 
At this meeting, presided over by 
Governor George C. Wallace, the 
Board adopted 46 resolutions 
implementing major portions of the 
plan for Excellence to improve public 
schools in Alabama. 

The board mandated in 
September that State Superinten- 
dent of Education Dr. Wayne 
Teague come forth with a plan to 
improve the schools of Alabama.

Thanks to mistakes 
by medical experts and/or miracles of the human body that had the help of 
the Good Lord, I survived with no pain or painkillers and my illness wasn’t 
terminal. This helped convince an ol’ country boy that I didn’t have to be sick 
if I didn’t want to be, but . . . well, that theory got shot down last week. Now! 
wonder how people endure who are in pain for more than a few days at the 
time; it left me with an almost reverent respect for such people.

The Personality Of The Devil 


In the first eleven verses of 
Matthew we learn how the devil 
works. He is a powerful spiritual 
being, but does not have some of the 
attributes of God. He is not 
ommiscent, all knowing, or 
ommipresent, everywhere present. 
He is able to move as fast as thought. 

Eph. 6:12 gives us a pretty good 
description of the character of the 
devil. For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the world, 
against spiritual wickedness 
(literally, wicked spirits) in high 
places. 

He also has a host of helpers in a 
great company of wicked entrusted 
with him in this great battle against 
right, to which Christ makes 
reference in John 8:44 when He 
says, Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lust of your father ye will do. 

There are those today who say 
that the devil is only a ‘‘principle of 
evil’ that comes from within. I 
invite you to look at verses 1, 3, 5, 
and 8 of Matthew 4. If this be true 
then what about such statements 
concerning Christ as, He knew no sin 
or ‘‘He was without sin.’’ There was 
a personal devil that tempted Christ, 
or He was not divine, and had the 
principle of evil within him. 

Jesus, in explaining the parable 
of the tares states that the enemy 
who sows them is the Devil and a 
personal man is used to typify him. 

In Matt. 25:41 the Bible says, 
Then shall He say also unto them on 
the left hand, Depart from me ye 
cursed into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his 
angels. Will any intelligent person 
suppose that everlasting fire has

In Job 1:6-7 we find God carrying 
on a conversation with Satan as 
follows. No there was a day when the 
sons of God came to present 
themselves beforeth Lord, and 
Satan came also among them. And 
the Lord said unto Satan, Whence 
comest thou? Then Satan answered 
the Lord and said, From going to and 
froin the earth, and from walking up 
and down in it. 

Luke says in Lk. 9:1 Then he 
called his twelve disciples together 
and gave power and authority over 
all devils, (or demons) and to cure 
diseases. Here demons are 
distinguished from diseases and the 
two words are never used inter- 
changebly. It was the power to cast 
out demons, and not to cure diseases 
that caused the disciples to rejoice. 

James 2:19 says, Thou believest 
that there is one God; thou doest 
well: The devils or demons also 
believe and tremble. An influence or 
a principle does not BELIEVE or 
TREMBLE but a person does. 

All of the titles of Satan imply 
personality. Let us note a few. ‘God 
of this world’, ‘‘The prince of this 
world’’ ‘'A wicked one" ‘‘A liar’’ 
The father of lies’ ‘‘A murderer’’ 
“Ruler of the darkness of this 
world’ '*Tempter’’ 

These are a few of the 
descriptions of the devil. Now, in 
conclusion would you permit me to 
ask you one question? Which would 
you rather be a child of? A person 
like this who lead you to eternal 
destruction or one who is ‘‘The 
prince of peace”’ and who will lead 
you to everlasting life? You must 
accept one or the other.

Smith said that millions of 
children throughout the country are 
victimized by child abuse and 
neglect every year. He said the 
problems exist everywhere, 
including Coffee County. 

‘Last year, we received 206 
reports of child abuse and neglect in 
our country, but we know abuse and 
neglect are not always reported, "’ he 
said, **Statewide, the Department of

The law does not require 
certainty on the part of those 
reporting abuse or neglect. Also, 
those making reports are protected 
from any legal action, civil or 
criminal, that a parent or someone 
else might seek to initiate. 

‘*Reports can be made orally or in 
writing,’’ said Smith. ‘All it really 
takes to make a report is a phone call 
to the Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security at 897-2268. 

The Director stressed that the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
receives and investigates reports of 
both child and neglect. The law 
defines ‘‘abuse’’ as ‘harm or 
threatened harm to a child's health
